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IMMIGRATION POLICY 


Despatches from Ottawa state that 
the Conservative and U, F, A. groups are 
to stage an attack on Hon. Robert Forke, 
because he has not launched a sufficiently 
“definite’ immigration policy. An im- 
migration policy may be ‘‘definite” in one 
of two directions. It may be definitely 
aimed to restrict immigration. That can 
hardly be what the critics want. Or it 
may be definitely planned to bring in so 
many people per year, or the largest num- 
ber who can be induced to come. Is either 
of these alternatives desirable? 

The present immigration policy is elas- 
tic. Because it is not definite or rigid it 
can be, and is, altered according to condi- 
tions and in response to public opinion, 
When the provincial governments call for 
a halt, tne immigration effort is slackened. 
When they call for more immigrants the 
movement is speeded up. Would the critics 
have it otherwise? At a time when un- 
employed men are holding meetings in 
Saskatoon and demanding work, and when 
conditions more or less similar prevail in 
other western centres—in the midst of the 
seeding season —- should the Dominion 
Government continue to “pump” immi- 
rrants into the country in ohedience to a 
“definite” policy and in disregard to 
numbers?

What has been accomplished already in 
that way, and the unanimous approval 
with which the undertaking is now re- 
garded, suggests that efforts toward bet- 
terment might be made in other directions 
with equally good and equally acceptable 
results. Paved streets go a long way io 
give a city a presentable appearance, to 
make it inviting to strangers, and the ob- 
ject of legitimate pride to the residents. 
But paving is only one item in a general 
scheme of civic betterment, and Edmon- 
ton ought to be also doing something 
along other lines. 

Cannot something be done this year, 
for instance, to redeem the shacktown 
appearance of some of the main business 
and residential sections of the city? We 
are now twenty odd years away from the 
great burst of building activity which ac- 
companied the expansion of the town into 
a city. As usual in such times of feverish 
growth, a good deal of that building was 
done for immediate use, rather than with 
a view to symmetry or permanency. As a 
result, some of the streets in both busi- 
ness and residential areas are now adorn- 
ed with picturesque relics of a bygone 


style of architecture which have outlived | 


both usefulness and seemliness. Many of 
these buildings are not fairly fit for habi- 
tation, If they are even safe, from the 
Sanitary standpoint, they must be a good 
deal better than they look and smell. And 
very obviously they are firetraps. Cannot 
the city council get some of these ram- 
shackle structures pulled down? 

THE “FARM RELIEF” TARIFF 

The tariff changes proposed at Wash- 
ington are in the direction expected, Their 
trend is upward, almost without excep- 
tion, and in some cases the increase is 
drastic. They aim to protect the home 
producer by excluding foreign products. 
Naturally the foreign producer 
ada particularly—will see nothing in them 
to cheer for. Their meaning is that Cana- 
lian products of the classes affected will 
have to be sold in the United States for 
less net return to the producer, or that 
they will have to be sold somewhere else, 
The general inference to be drawn from 
them is that Canada must go on opening 
up new markets for its exports in other 
parts of the world, by trade treaty and the 
exchange of tariff favors. For the time, 
the policy of the United States is definite- 
ly opposed to the cultivation of larger 
trade with Canada, Canadians will have 
to face that fact, and govern their trade 
policy accordingly.

centrated foods, such as the grains and otner 


fats or proteins. 

At least one, and preferably two 
meals each day should contain plenty 
of green vegetavies, both in the 
cooked and raw state, in order to give 
sufficient bulk to the intestines and 
to insure a good supply of the organic 
salts and vitamins so abundantly 
found in chese foods. 

The leafy vegetables, such as spin- 
ach, chard, lettuce, celery and kale, 
as wel as string beans and the small 
non-starchy squashes, are most valu- 
able parts of a normal diet and may 
be used in combination with any other 
food without fear of overeating or 
using bad mixtures, They are easily 
digested, and also assist in the diges- 
tion of the “heavier” foods by making 
a softer, Jess sticky mass through 
which the digestive juices can more 
readily penetrate, 

These non-starchy vegetables, the 
bran of cereals, and the edible skins 
and pulp of fruits, by stimulating the 
intestines, help to maintain a suffi- 
cient amount of moisture, and by 
speeding the passage prevent ,auto- 
intoxication, This method of fvoid- 
ing the poisons from intestinal, putre- 
faction !s most valuable for eVeryone 
to learn, 

Even if one has defective teeth, 
these bulky vegetables should be 
used. They may be ground through 
a vegetable grinder or finely chopped. 
Most people make the mistake of fill- 
ing up first on the concentrated foods 
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and then trying to eat their vegetables. 
This process should be reversed, It is 
a very good plan to first fill up on 
the non-concentrated foods, There 
is very little danger that one will use 
too many of these in the diet. Of 
course, some concentrated foods are 
needed, but they should be kept down 
to the minimum requirements of the 
body. If they wish to have the best 
of health and strength, eat the “hay} 
foods” and avoid the dangers of auto- 
intexication. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Question: Mrs, A, P. asks: “Could 
vou tell me the cause for my eye con- 
tinuously weeping. I have used boric 


acid and witch hazel, also had my 
lenses changed, but this eye weeps 
just the same.” 

Answer: The cause of the eye 


weeping may be due to inflamma- 
tion of the tear glands, and I would 
suggest cold wet compresses. A 
fasting and dieting regimen, such 
as is outlined in my “Cleansing 
Diet,” should prove beneficial, inas- 
much as it will remove from your 
system any toxic material causing 
the irritation, 


Question: Mrs. @ K. writes: “I 
never see anything in your diet and 
health about puddings and custards 
made of milk and eggs.. Are they ad- 
visable to eat?” 

Answer: Wholesome custards 
can be made of milk and eggs with- 
out sugar. Add a few raisins or 
some vanilla for flavoring. 


Question: J, B, E, asks: “Will you 
be good enough to tell me: When a 
person is continually conscious of his 
heartbeat, especially at night, does it 
mean organic heart disease? Does a 
strong heart beat mean that the or- 
gan will wear out unduly soon?” 

Answer: Being conscious of the 

heart beat may not indicate any or- 
ganic trouble, but merely heart con- 
sciousness, which seems to be nor- 
mal with some people, However, 1 
believe it would be a good plan for 
you to have your heart examined, as 
there may be some trouble which 
para only be determined by a diag- 
nosis,

Do you mean what you say when you 
say what you don’t mean. 

For the reason that I have been very 
interested in and got much valuable 
information out of the only book of 
yours which I have read, “The Sub- 
conscious,” I am taking the liberty of 
writing you for more information 

I maintain that we never gay any- 
thing which we do not mean, in 
other words, while we consciously may 
say something which we do not mean, 
we can never in an unguarded mo- 
inent, such as anger, say what we do 
not mean. How often do we hear 
soniebody sey, after having caused 
ill-feeling by a prior remark, “Oh, I 
didn't mean to say that at all, It 
wasn't what I meant at ail.’

Reply: 

This is a knotty question. The fivst 
part of it may be readily answered 
There are all degrees of meaning what 
you say. You may mean it a little, 
but not as strongly as you say it;

There's always a 
struggle between 
a justified anger 
and consideration 
for the other 
party; we want

I'll get licked if ° 
do it, but it isn't wrong and I'm go- 
ing to do it,” 

You have a disobedient child whe 
disobeys with a clear conscience be- 
cause you make foolish and tyrannica’ 
laws that have no support of logic o: 
common sense. 

Except in so tar as discretion 
prompts him to avoid jail, a free man 
will not obey laws that are not sup 
ported by isis conscience, 

And unless it dreads punishment! 
more than it desires liberty, the “or. 
mal child will not obey rules that 
seem unreasonable and unnecessary. 
To multiply laws Is to lessen the 
citizen's respect for law, and one 
foolish law may prompt disobedience 
to many wise ones. :

We have one miud rather complica- 
tedly made up. When you are strug 
gling with a decision, and at last an 
nounce that you have made up your 
mind, you mean that, having weigher 
all the consideration pro and con (and 
they may be partly conscious or ac- 
knowledged and partly subconsciou: 
and unacknowledged), you have de 
cided what to do, I don't say tha’ 
your own account of your deliberation 
is correct. Those subconscious, hall- 
acknowledge motives may play a larg 
er part than you think. 

Furthermore, it is true, as Freud tn 
sists, that now and then we let a wora 
or an act slip through to the muscles 
which we were trying to suppress, W< 
do let the cat out of the bag. Extend 
this idea a bit, ond it means that 
there is at times a bit of motive in 
what we regard as an accident, 

So Freud tells us that at times we 
lose what ia an unacknowledged sense 
we want to lose or not to find. He 
tells the story of a husband who, when 
not on good terms with his wife, 
couldn't find a paper he was looking 
for; but who, when he was reconciled, 
found it readily enough. There is 
another tale of a “subconscious” s0 
well trained that when its owner 
smoked too much he couldn't find his 
pipe, so carefully had the subcon- 
scious mislaid it, And somebody has 
added that unwelcome wedding pres- 
ents get broken. You lose and break 
what you have a grudge against, and 
you forget what is unpleasant, 

The principle is quite right, but 
you can carry it too far, Certainly 
the “lost and found” departments 
show that people lose things that they 
cherish and offer rewards for their 
recovery, So when this correspondent 
asks me to explain why he wrote every 
when he meant ever, and why he 
wrote time when he meant thing, 1 
reply that it was probably haste or 
confusion or accident, and that it 
won't do to try to read a bit of un- 
conscious motive into every act or 
slip of the tongue or pen or hand. 

In brief, the relations between the 
(rather more) consciousiy and the 
(rather more) subconsciously organ- 
ized mechanisms of our »xpressions are 
too complex tu follow anv one pat-

The settlers tn Alberta were placed 
on the Canadian Pacific Ratiway Ir- | 
rigated lands east of Calgary; on pri- 


vately owned land east of Red Deer, 
and in the vicinity of Edmonton, 
while a large bumber of these set- 


tlers were placed in the districts of 
Westlock, Barrhead and Peace River 

For settlement on farms in 1930 the 
Udmonton office of this company has 
a pool of 200 settler-families on farms 
in the district receiving training with
